FRUIT GROWERS 


ARE SATISFIED 


| 

Northeast Georgia Fruit Suf- 

fered Some, But the Out- 
look is Promising, 


Baldwin, Ga., April 27.—(Spectal.)—The 
Habersham and Banks Counties Fruit 
Growers’ Association and the Piedmont 
Fruit Company met in joint session there 
for the completion of the organization 
of the Piedmont Fruit Company, and fo: 
receiving and making reports as to the 
condition of the present fruit crop. 

The question of the fruit crop for the 
present year was thoroughly discussed. 
Each grower reported upon the number 
of his bearing trees, and the probabis 
number of crates as the crop stood prior 
to the freeze of April-16 and 17, and 
also as to the present prospects, after 
making a liberal allowance for dropping 
of chilled fruit, besides the fruit now 
showing a perceptible damage to the pit. 

The minimum number of ¢rates which 
will be shipped was placed at something 
over 10,000, or about 20 carloads. Some 
orchards were apparently uninjured, whiie 
others suffered severely, trees in healthy 
condition and heavily covered with leaves 
being less damaged than the poorly nour- 
ished and uncared for orchards. 

Some of the earlier reports from this 
section were hastily given by inexperi- 
enced persons from inspection of uncared 
for trees, and the reports, it is. generally 
beMeved, did not truly represent the ac- 
tual conditions and placed the growers 
in this section at a disadvantage for mar- 
keting fruit, as some of the growers have 
already received inquiries from the fruit 
dealers in the east inquiring if ‘‘the news- 
paper reports are true.’’ 

Wiile the growers do not expect any- 
thing like a full crop, they do expect 
an extra fine one, on account of less 
fruit and with better prices may give 
them more real profit than a bumper 
crop, such as was shipped last year. The 
growers, as a rule, are feeling fairly well 
satisfied at the present prospects. 


Potatoes Instead of Cotton.

TOBE THORNTON 


Negro Assailant of Miss Dis- 
mukes is Hanged at 
Preston. 


Americus, Ga., April 27.—(Special.— 
Tobe Thornton, the black assailant, is 
dead at a rope’s end in Preston, Web- 
ster county. The execution was in pri- 
vate and witnessed only by. officials, 
Physicians and a few spectators. 

Thornton stated from the gallows that 
he had nothing to say, and appeared 
anxious for a conclusion of the ordeal. 
His demeanor was that of utter indif- 
ference to his fate, and even the usual 
ministerial blessing was omitted, only a 
deacon of ThornTon’s church coming 
near him. 

He left the Americus jail this morn- 
ing, to take the train for Preston, smok- 
ing a cigarette and aparently caring “t- 
tle for fils impending*doom. His .¢ck 
was not broken, death resulting from 
strangulation in eight minutes. 

Thornton’s crime was one of the most 
fiendish ever committed in Georgia. 

One ng.it eighteen months ago he en- 
tered the residence of Miss Margaret 
Dismuke, a maiden lady, living near 
Preston, during her momentary absence 
Upon her return the negro sprang uven 
her in the darkened hallway, beat her 
into Insensibliity after a desperate strug- 
glé, and upon departing the scene, left 
er for dead. 

His victim afterwards was driven in- 
Sane and reason {!s still dethroned. Both 
before and since his tria] Thornton freely 
confessetii hfs crime.

It is well, too, 
for both ourselves and our children 
to be reminded occasionally of the 
important eras of which they are the 
markers, an end which should be 
vestly promoted by the adoption of 
Mr. Avary’s suggestion. 


The State «nd the Farmers, 

Governor W. L. Douglas, of Massa- 
chusetts, discusses convincingly, in 
a recent issue of jhe Independent, 
the crying need éf trade training 
schools for his state. Dwelling on the 
obligation ‘of the commonwealth to its 
citizenry in the mass, he says: 

The skilled labor necessary to our in- 
dustries should be furnished, not by skill- 
ed labor imported from abroad, but by 
the young men from. 15 to 21 years of 
age who are to become citizens. We 
take away their birthright when we re- 
fuse them the positions of skilled labor- 
ers which we give to others, and equally 
so when we refuse to assist them in 
obtaining the knowledge which will en- 
able them to compete with other skilled 
labor in their own state. 

Hardly less pertinent is his ob- 
servation that “The poor man’s son 
can graduate from a trade school and 
his diploma will mean as much, if 


the rich man’s son by the various’ 
colleges and universities.” We should 
Say that the proper training school 
frr the son of the poor man is, pro- 
portionately, of much greater impor- 
lance than the university for the son 
of wealth. The man who has only 
toil and the problem of carving out 
his own career as _ his inheritance 
stands in infinitely greater need of 
having his hands strengthened for 


the strife than does he who finds | 


myriad doors of opportunity opened 
to him by riches and prestige. 

What The Constrtution has more 
particularly in mind, however, is the 
applying of the principles at the base 
of these arguments to Georgia’s ne- 
cessity for an adequate agricultural 
college. Sons of farmers constitute 
a majority of the maturing genera- 
tion of male citizens of the state.

ished. The county works about twenty 
state eonvicts and about.,as many more 
county or misdemeapor convicts. The 
principal work being done by the county 
is upon the public roads, and the discon- 
tinuanae of the camp would undoubtedly 
be a serious drawback to the community.

Independence in Raising Home Sup- 
plies. 

Editor Constitution: There has been 
much said and written in regard to the 
reduction of cotton acreage. I am of 
the opinion that the man (I won't call 
him a farmer), who plants to buy hie 
corn, hay, #iour, or any other product 
that he can raise, is unwise—it makes 
no difference where he lives. You intei- 
ligent farmers who have prepared and 
planted cotton for such purposes would 
be wise and add to your own interest to 
plow up the cotton and plant corn, peas 
and other crops that you can utilize at 
home, and not make your corn and meat 
house in the west with low price cotton. 

I am satisfied that all cultivators of 
the soil are not unwise, but the honest 
tiller og the soil will have to suffer along 
with the other fellow. 

Farmers should read and heed carefully 
the decision of the various cotton con- 
ventions that have been held throughout 
the south, and while reducing their acre- 
age, raise home supplies. 

The intelligent farmer, instead of rais- 
ing 4 and 5 cent cotton with the pro- 
ceeds of which to buy western meat, 
flour, corn and hay, will reverse this 
plan and raise all home supplies for man 
and fbeast. This will insure happiness 
and independence.

Instances of Need of Labor. 

Editor Constitution: Some time since, 
in advocacy of immigration to the south, 
I urged that the vital, pressing need of 
this section was more men and not more 
capital, as was the case in 1880: certainly 
not more capital] until more men were 
provided, and predicted that southern de- 
velopment would be sadly crippled, if not 


halted, unless immigration was induced’ 


upon a very considerable scale. 

The instances of difficulty in procure- 
ment of labor in the lumber, naval stores 
and crosstie industry of the yellow pine 
belt, are becoming more frequent, more 
urgent. But new instances are occurring 
in every department of industrial devel- 
opment. The supply of men in building 
activities in our progressive cities is be- 
coming short. The Yadkin River Power 
Development Company is halted’ in its 
great improvement, which will take two 
years to complete, for want of |,500 men, 
wiil need 2,000 men by next year, and 
with agents canvassing all North Caro- 
lina, cannot get them. It has now, after 
months of effort, secured 500, to that 
extent robbing the farmer of necessary 
labor. A cotton mill expert, after a tour 
of the entire cotton manufacturing sec- 
tion of the south, estimates 10 per cent 
of the spindles are idle for want of heip, 
and this in an industry which it is vital 
to the south—to the cotton planter—shouid 
be doubled if possible, and an industry 
which pays large dividends. 

The Ducktown Mining Company is find- 
ing great difficulty in getting help for 
the extension of its plant. The South- 
ern railway tunnel under Lookout moun 
tain will require a small army of men; 
so will the extension of the Atiantic and 
Birmingham Railway Company to Bir- 
mingham and Atlanta. 

The Carolina cotton milis are finding 
a great difficulty in procuring help, and 
at Spartanburg the cotton mill presi- 
dents are organizing to procure help out- 
side of the south. 

Hon. G. Gunby Jordan. than whom no 
more progressive man lives in Georgia. 
is of record that help must be procured 
from outside the south, tor farm and 
mill. The same difficulty is becuming 
acute in the great coal and ion d¢is- 
tricts of the soutn. 

To meet this difficulty for Seouta Caro- 
lina, Mr. Watson, its immigration com- 
tmiissioner, is establishing a branch bu- 
reau in New. York. The Atlantic and 
Birmingham is seeking hands in New 
York for its extension to Birmingham 
and Atlanta.

Joseph Jefferson 
As Rip Van Winkle 


That an actor should make 
a world-wide fame and a 
large fortune in the playing 
of one simple character, is 
itself worthy of remark. No 
change, no versatility, but a 
persistent ‘repetition of one 
role for years, and-with it 
unendine interest in novel- 
ty-loving theater-goers, con- 
stitutes an extraordinary 
dramatic experience. 
Jeffersion is » stoutish 
man, passing into the later 
vears of life. He has a large 
and mobije face. His voice 
is an ordinary one; and has 
not a single one of the ac- 
cepted stage properties, save 
a marevolous capacity for 
being heard, accompanied 
with an almost unvaried 
quiescence of tone. Nine- 
tenths of his utterances are 
made in a conversational ac- 
eent—rather below a med- 
ium elevation of voice. Hard- 
ly a passionate outburst of 


‘ feeling occurs. There is no 


strage strut, no declamation, 
no straining for effect, none 
of the usual artificialities 
of dramatic personation. 
There is no glitter, no tin- 
sel, no pomp, but all simplic- 
ity, quiet ease and mono- 
tony, but a monotony that 
never palls and is delightful. 

Where, then, is the man’s 
power? Where is the secret 
of his wonderful hold for 
long years of theatrical fame 
and profit? Representing 
an unlettered, uncouth, 
drunken, amiable, jolly old 
Dutch vagabond of a past

 eerson plavs the drunk- 
en, illiterate Dutch vaga- 


bond to life, and that is all of 
it. Itis a perfectly true and 
natural representation, done 
so quietly, so easily, so truth- 
fully that art is exhausted. 
Every motion, every action, 
every word, is just what it 
should be. The dramatist, 
of course, has had to make an 
interesting character. But 
Jefferson has crystallized the 
character into life. The au- 
thor’s genius and the actor’s 
genius blend to make up the 
exquisite performance. 

From the time old Rip 
comes on the stage, until 
the curtain falls the packed 
audiences, in sympathetic 
rapport, hang enraptured on 
the gliding-like episode of 
the crude Dutchman’s un- 
eouth but touching career 
of dissipation, domestic 
frost, and his pathetic return 
to his home after his twenty 
vears of sleep. 

From roars of laughter to 
quiet and unsubdued tears 
the listeners pass, and this 
under no fierce straining af- 
ter fun or drenching strains 
of woe, but simply beneath 
the inspiration of humor as 
quiet as true grief, and of 
pathos that never appears so 
touching as when most 
grotesque. 

That this soft-talking ac- 
tor in such an odd, ridic- 
ulous old part, should so 
rivet fast his aggregation of 
hearers, keeping up the pub- 
lie interest at the cost of its 
pocket, .is a marvel in thea- 
trical experience, and shows 
aconsummation of art as 
rare as it is deservedly suc- 
cessful.
